Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant has argued that the teaching of 
Hamami does not apply to the clainned invention because Hamami refers to conventional ATM connection setup, which is different from 
connecting an ATM network to a LAN, Examiner, however, has shown that Burwell et al. teach the need to perform an ATM virtual circuit 
setup from an ingress node to an egress node and that Hamami shows how to perform an ATM virtual circuit setup. Applicant has not 
shown how it would be different in an ATM-LAN connection combination nor why the two references cannot or should not be combined. 
Therefore, the examiner maintains the rejection on the basis that Burwell et al. and Hamami have been properly combined. , 
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
